Searching Homes Without Warrants 


The 5 to 4 decision of the United States 


Supreme Court holding that a health in- 
gpector may March a home without a war- 
rant strikes u» as endangering a very 
precious right for all citizens. 


Justice Frankfurter, who wrote the ma- 


jority opinion, sounds plausible enough 
when he says that city after city has seen 
th* need for health inspection and has 
granted the power of inspection to hea'.th 
officials. He adds that these inspections 
are apparently welcomed by all but an 
insignificant few. And he says the power 
to inspect dwelling places . . . to treat a 
specific problem is of indispensable im- 
portance to the maintenance of health." 


Of course it is a great convenience for a 


health inspector to be able to walk into any 
building including dwellings and point out 
things that should be corrected. This is of 
value to the people whose homes are in- 
spected as well as to their neighbors, and it 
is also true that most people do not object 
to such inspections. 


The rights of the people who are 


protected from casual inspection will be in- 
volved only on rare occasions but it is 
those rare occasions that the authors of 
the constitution sought to protect. 


Article IV of the Bill of Rights guaran- 


tees the 
people 
against unreasonable 


searches and seizures by requiring that 
warrants for such searches must be issued 
upon probable cause supported by oath or 
affirmation and particularly describing the 


place to b« searched and the person* or 
things to be seized. 


As Justice Frankfurter noted, most peo- 


ple are willing to waive this right when 
they are confident that the search is being 
made for the purpose of protecting the 
health of the community and only a very 
few are going to enter objections and re- 
quire warrants. But all are well aware or 
should be that there may come a time in 
any community when, because of differ- 
ences over such matters as politics, race or 
religion, a tyrant in office may want to 
find something damaging to a citizen who 
has opposed him and in that instance he 
would in all probability call his health 
inspector and send him over to the sus- 
pected individual's residence to "look for 
rats." That is, indeed, what the Baltimore 
health inspector was doing when this par- 
ticular case originated. 


Justice William O. Douglas, who com- 


mented for the dissenting minority, said 
the majority "misreads history when it re- 
lates the 4th amendment primarily to 
searches for evidence to be used in crimi- 
nal prosecutions." He adds that with this 
decision "we witness, indeed, an inquest 
over a substantial part of the 4th amend- 
ment." 


Since the authors of the majority opin- 


ion acknowledge that those who object to 
health inspections are very few, they 
should have followed through with the ad- 
vice to health inspectors to get warrants 
when dealing with those few. 


Lynching* Must be Stopped 


The kidnaping of Mack Charles Parker 


from his prison cell in Poplarville, Miss., 
and his subsequent death by lynching 
called for the strongest measures by both 
the federal government and the authori- 
ties in Mississippi. Because this man was 
a Negro the Russian propaganda agencies 
have shown unusual interest in it. They 
have been broadcasting stories to Africa 
charging not only the lynching crime but 
also that the crime was committed with the 
approval of government. 


Everyone in this country knows of 


course that such charges are utterly false. 
The federal government has had a large 
force of FBI agents on the job and President 
Eisenhower recently informed the public 
that the federal government would make 
every effort to apprehend the criminals 
and that the authorities in Mississippi were 
cooperating fully in the search. Gov. J. P. 
Coleman of Mississippi has declared that 
the men responsible for Parker's death will 
be tried as murderers.

The How of Foreign Aid 


In the myriad of problems concerning 


our foreign aid which has been brought 
to the attention of the public, three mis- 
takes seem to stand out: We have insisted 
on trying to buy allies, a psychological im- 
possibility: we have continued to pour good 
money after had in bolstering worn-out re- 
gimes on the verge of toppling; and we 
have blithely gone ahead with projects be- 
yond the capabilities of the recipient na- 
tion to absorb and utilize. These three haz- 
ards result because there seems to be no 
over-all policy of the aim of foreign aid, 
and through lack of good judgment in the 
individual application of the money. 


Eugene Black, president of the Interna- 


tional Bank for Reconstruction, made sense 
in the direction of our aid from the purely 
economic point of view when he said: 


ThP most difficult problem by far in 


giving effective help to those people is 
the problem of promoting the right 
economic and financial policies . . . If 
a society is to grow richer in this day 
and age there are economic and fi- 
nancial fart.s of life which must he re- 
spected whatever the social and politi- 
cal framework . . . We must insist on 
respect for these facts of life . . . The 
difference between effective assist- 
ance or 'give-away' is not the differ- 
ence between a loan and a grant: it 
is the difference between an insist- 
ence on sound financial and economic 
policies and no such insistence . . . We 
can bring to bear a very powerful and 
persuasive influence on the historic

The American Tree Farm System will be, 


18 years old this year and some time about 
midsummer it will certify the 50 millionth 
acre in the program.

If he feels 
h« is managing his woodlot wisely he can 
get in touch with his state tree farm com- 
mittee and arrange to havs his woodlot in- 
spected. If it passes the test he will be given 
a Tre* Farm sign to display on his land and 
he is then part of the program.- 


The goal of the program is to bring for- 


estry assistance and advice to-all land 
ownen in the management of their timber- 
land*. It is intended that proper manage- 
ment will bring about regular timber hsrv- 
wtt, larger production of woodlots, brtfer 


and fishing, more recreation, sod

This lynching was utterly inexcusable 


because the prisoner was in custody, the 
charges had been made against him and he 
was certain to face trial for his suspected 
activities. There was some slight question 
of his proper identification and that was a 
matter which should have been'left to the 
jury. The apprehension and punishment of 
the leaders in this lynch mob is one of the 
very important tasks now before govern- 
ment.

Our foreign aid should hp based on 


. sound money policies — sounder ones, in 


fact, than that which dominates our own 
national picture in its drift toward run- 
away inflation.

When the legi s 1 a t u r e 


adopts a budget it says to the

The budget is the expres- 


sion of legislative policy in 
the most fundamental way. 
When the legislature says 
that the public service com- 
mission shall have one mil- 
lion dollars, it is effectively 
limiting or expanding its 
services accordingly.

The taxpayer who is acute- 


ly aware how much of his
